Ax IntenesTing Sosvrpror OoR Ciry.—Within
thirty olvutes’ ride of Broad and Prime sireota
one ean rench the town of old Chester, on the
Baltimore Rallroad, and aboul the sanme time
from Chesuul strevt wharf by steamboat on the
river Delaware. Seventeon years ago (1850) 1u
contained nmo more than 1667 inhavitants;
to-day It bossts of 12,000 o 13,000, It has the
honor of belng tho oldest town In Pennsyl-
vania, Two bundred and twonty-five yeurs
ago Lhe Indians prowled around lis Streels, or
toe places now covered with streets, and the
gresat American engle soaréed and sosred and
soared 8o high It uakes one sore Lo thiok of It

But ln 1648 a junk foll of Bwedes arrived, put
their hooks in, and serougad the lojuns ont,
and they called the place Upland., The only
Iujups ever seen thore sinee are those who
comis down on the yachis irom the West Jersey
Ferry. Thirty-nipe yeara afterwards Mr. Ponu
arrived from England with a boat-load of Orst-
class Quakers, and, as he lound there wasn't a
fArst-conss hotel in Chestér 1o pat up at, he
passed on up the river and founded Philindel-

hin. While he was bulldipg the Quaker Clty
e established the capltal of the Proviuce at

Commodore Bands’ Observations This
Morning ot Washington—Greatesy
Display Since 1533 —Remark. -
able Astronomical Dis-
coveries, Ete.

Commodore Bands, Superintendent of the
United States Naval Observatory hers, reports
to Secretary Wellos that the display of metcors
this morning wis the most brillinnt seen in this
country since 1833, Very foew were séen up te
1 o'clock. 126 meteor tracks werd mapped donm
befors hall-past 4 o'clock, when the mateors
flew €0 thick that identification was impossible
and counting was resorted to. One thousand
were counted In twenty.ous minutes, betweom
414 nnd 436 A. M. They were remarkable for
brillisncy and for a bright greenish train, whiok
vanighed in a few seconds,

Commodore Sands estimates that upwards o
two thousand were seon, and the thickest o
the shower was at 4'256 A, M. The shower this
year wae two hours later than that given by
Europesan observations of last year, showing &
alight change in the position of the stream.

have been recelved from the War Department: —
An artillery echool will be estabitshed at For-
ire;:a Mouroe, Va., to have the following organi-
gation ;—

First. Of tbree Field Officers of Artillery, the
senlor to comimand the post or school,
genior cofficer of ordoance stationed at the post,
and the heads of such departments of dstruc-
tion as shull be established, These officers shall
form the stafl of the achool, but the ordnsnce
officer shall be nn oflicer of the school only so
far a& to be & member of the stafl at the meeting
of at least five batteries of artillery, one from
caoh regiment of artillery, and such other offi«
cers snd enlisted men ol artillery as with or
without apphontion may be ordered to the
scbool for insiructions,

These batteries to be the instruction batteries
of the foot mtillerg.

Third. OF snech brevet second lieutenants az
are assigned to the artillery arm, and who shall
remain at the school for oue year, unless sooner
promoted to the serviee balteries :

Fourth. Ofsuch & number of the younger and
more intelligent recroite for the fort batteries
ns sball keep the Instroction batteries fall,
These recruits shall remnin at school one year
before joiuing the service batteries,

Fifth. Ot an Adjutant of the Post, who shall
be Seeretary of the Staif, snd keep the records
of its proceedings at its meetings.

The staff shall determine all questions rolatin
to tbe time and manuer of instruction; shal
prepare a programme of instroction and code
of regulations, which shall be submisted to the
Generslin-Chief for approval.
